Your letter of the 23rd. is really welcome, 1 hope when you read WHITEWASH you will 
not be too tushed, for there Is much that is not explicit. Should you desire any 
further information, please ask me. 

Today everyone has too much to do, too little time to think, kost writers assume 
th8t solid criticism of the work of the Warren Oomiission means the chief justice 
personally did the dirty work. This does not follow, and a careful reading of my 
book will show that while it is severely critical of the erros he made, it is not 
at all true that he, personally, engineered the whitewash. 

In the near future 1 hope to make this much more explicit. 

Howeverip * am alone in thla position, It is e strange irony that ■•HITEWAi'H, the first 
(done mid-February 196jj , first rubli-hed that summer, and in g-ner’al distribution 
"“ay 9, 1966) end the strongest, is ttlll the most thorough and exhaustive, and yet 
is the one that doesn't focus on '.Yar en but se ks, as integrity permitted, to show 
how the thing grew and worked. History wil , I believe, show that while its most 
thorough and painstaking critic, I am also the closest thing the Comission (meaning 
its members) has to an advocate. 

It seems to have escaped attention that one book rewrites all the quoted testimony 
to eliminate the names of the assistant counsel, who re?.lly did the work while always 
keeping in the transcripts the names of the members, usually Warren's. Another, 
perhaps unwittingly, became the instrument for self-j ustificotion for one faction 
of the Commission's staff. 

Sometime, also, perhaps you will be interested in knowing how this subject so 
sudcenly became respectable. It was not accidental. The major events became public 
Memorial Cay and July 23. There is now s TV special pending. 

You will find much in .'.HITEWAai not in the other bo- k^, end, A believe, nothing of 
Importance from the record ( to which I restricted myself) that one with intimate 
knowledge of it could fairly include that isn't. You are welcome to use what of it h 
you’d like. Except for the double-lfuck on 202-3, it is without restriction. That is 
AP’s. I pale; for the one-time use. ^Perhaps the Post alresdy has it. Practically none 
of the illustrations has been used in ^ew York. Can you imagine C ongressraan Ford 
using the scissors* Or Senator Ruseell splicing the Eapruder film's Here (206) we 
had to improvise. This is « faithful reproduction of ge 19 of Volume 18. The first 
printer broke his agreement, altered this negative, destroyed the plates, etc. V,e 
caught this ju3 1 in time to insert the identification of Frame 212 on the press, so 
to spe k. This, also, has not been used, to the best of my knowledge by anyone. 

If you are interested, when my sequel (please keep this in confidence) is done I'll 
let you know. *t and the requirements of an enture publishing establishment cause 
the haste. Ye have just gone back to press for the third 5,000 cosies. The book is 
evailable to all bo'kstore through the major wholesalers or by mail from us. the 
eir ire address is %attstown, iv! d.
